It wos reported recently from East London 
in South Africa that a Coelacanth fish be- 
longing to a species that was thought to 
have become extinct 50,000,000 years ago, 
had been caught.

French alliance is facing Germany and Italy. 
It was said at the beginning of the world 
war, Germany believed Britain would not en- 
goge in the wor. Of course she mode.a mis- 
take if she believed that. But no doubt is 
left today thot if there is any aggression the 
‘toggressor must count on British and French 
‘opposition. 

‘That the free nations of the world, par- 
Jicularly the small ones would not be. allow- 
ed to be threatened into loss of their inde- 
pendence is the determination of Britain and 
her ally France, 

When Germany stepped into Czecho-Slo- 
Nokia ond carved it up to German taste, and 
squeezed Memel away from Lithuanio, and 
then went on to throw heavy forces of troops 
‘upon the Polish border, she did what brought 
Britain and France into the situation in East 
Europe. ‘Their action is now known as the 
“nti-Hitler bloc’’. Poland came into the pic- 
ture.‘ In an effort to break out of what the 
Germans called “encirclement” by the bloc, 
Italy made the next move — the Good Fri- 
day war ogainst Albania, which shocked the 
Christion world ond further galvanized all 
the democracies into action. Out of it has 
‘come the guarantees to Rumanio, Greece 
‘and evidently to Turkey that Britain and 
Fronce will throw their resources into the 
Balkans should these nations be threatened. 
Greece’ and Rumania will decide when and 
if they are threatened with loss of their in- 
dependence.

“There are however mony subjects, such as 
rural drainoge ‘of which the rudiments con 
be taught in primary rural schools, according 
to Mr, Dewan. He also ventured practical 
farm arithmetic — the cost of building a 
then house and so on, which could be taught. 

Certainly today the rural school teacher 
does not encouroge the clever boy and the 
clever girl to leave the farm ond train for one 
of the professions so-called — as if farming 
‘were not a profession, as Mr. Dewan said was 
invariably the case in his young days. 

Today with ogriculture based more and 
more on a scientific basis not many look for- 
ward to that future when they con 
leave the farms. In the cities there is seen 
more of a desire to gain some knowledge of 
country life ond there is some evidence of a 
trend to the countryside. Motorcars have 
brought the farm close to the city markets 
and business, a distance of ten or twenty 
miles meaning: nothing with modem trons- 
Portation. 


F- WRITER OF DETECTIVE STORIES 


' Detective story writers enjoy fame. It is 
In human nature to love suspense and mys- 
tery. But the writers stay behind their stor- 
ies, while their name at the head of a story 
is the all-in-all to the reader who knows the 
type of work a man has «written and will 
write, Naturally ‘ire reader is more interested 
Jn the yom thon in the writer. 

There hes just possed away the creator of 
Philo Vonce, the writer S. S. Van Dyne. But 
even that name is fictitious, for his name 
was Willard Huntingdon Wright. 

Wright begon his career as art critic and 
hod a dozen books to his name before he es- 
soyed the detective story. His first novel, 
which was published after his illness, brought 
him more money than all his works on art, 
Philosophy ond Nietzsche. Thence his fame 
‘was made in story'and in film. His books had 
sold more than a million copies before 1936. 

His life hod its incidents. Working in 1910 
on the Los Angeles Times, when twenty-two 
years of oge, he wentthome.early one night 
from his work because of a headoche. That 
night there wos on explosion _ in the plant, 
killing twenty-one men, including the mon 

ape teaat ty He worked on 
vorious ications \ and’ heavy duty broke 
down ‘his health ond in 1923 he took to his 
bed ond was kept there for two years with a 
nervous breakdown. He was resigned to 
‘death but took up light reading of detective 
‘yorns. He hod always loved Sherlock Holmes, 
Conan Doyle's unfailing sleuth. In Jonuary 
1926 he storted to write. “The Benson Mur- 
der Case” wos on instontaneous suctess and 
he went forward with “The Canary Murde 
Case” ond “The Greene Murder Case” 
Many other stories followed, 
Naturally there wos a reaction in Wright 
‘over his success os a writer of detective 
thrillers os compared with his work in art 
‘and philosophy. He wos dryly amused at the 
irony of this situation. He said he was “shun- 
ted by a crazy twist of fate” into fiction.

A SIXTEENTH CENTURY EMBANKMENT 


Interesting traces of old river walls and 
londing ploces hove been brought to light 
during excavations:on the site of part 6F old 
Whitehall Palace. : 

Records going back to the 12th century 
show the site as occupied by the houses of 
rich noblemen, but Whitehall Palace, for- 
merly known as York Place, is primarily as- 
sociated with Wolsey who spent an enormous 
‘comount of money on it. The buildings and 

courtyards by the river covered an area of 
‘23 acres as compared with only 6 at Hamp- 
ton Court, Wolsey’s other Thameside palace. 

The only part of the old palace known to 
have survived, apart from Inigo Jones's ban- 
queting hall, was the King’s. Wine Cellor 
which will be preserved in the new Govern- 
ment offices which are to be built on the} i 
site. 

‘The remains of paved floors and founda- 
tions of parts of an earlier building later in- 
corporated in the Tudor palace have recently 
been discovered. Among the most interes- 
ting of the new discoveries are a paved pas- 
soge leading to the Queen’s Stairs and an 














Two masonry platforms, dating from about 
1515, project over what used to be the 
Thames foreshore where the noblemen’s gil- 
ded barges lay ot s2st. 

Another river wall with six semi-circular 
bastions on the river side, built by Henry 
VIII, has also come to light. This second 


wall, and is known to extend as far as Rich- 
mond Terrace. 

The last alteration before the paloce was 
destroyed in 1698 wos @ terrace garden de- 
signed by Wren for Queen Mary. It was 280 
ft. long with curved flights of steps at both 
ends leading down to the water, These steps 
have‘ now been uncovered. A stone pier used 
for the purpose of boarding the State barges 
has also been discovered. Photographs and 
detailed records of the discoveries are being 
kept, and it-is hoped that the steps and river

ADOLF HITLER AT FIFTY 


This is Chancellor Adolf Hitler's fiftieth 
birthday and Germany is spending two days 
in celebration, The Germon Fuehrer and Ita- 
lian Duce are now in the same oge bracket, 
fifty to sixty years. Mr. Chamberlain recent- 
ly entered.on his seventieth year. Mr. Roose- 
veltsis'in the fifties 

Is Hitler at the height of his fame and 
how about Germany? Is she yet to spread 
across East Europe? The future will tell. 

Hitler's rise to power has been one of the 
most striking in history. His course hos been 
marked by unrest outside Germany in recent 
years and his arrival at the age of fifty coin- 
cides with a major crisis in which the entire 
world is vitally interested, 





A DAY WITH THE DICTATORS 


Yesterday was a day for dictators. 

Mussolini declared that the’ policy of Italy 
is peace and co-operation, adding however 
that “errors of geography” must be correct- 
ed. This is his answer to President Roosevelt's 
‘appeal for a ten-year peace. Mussolini says 
uorontees of such are impossible in view of 
"geographical errors." 
This is at least the old issue of more ter- 
jory or colonial possessions, Is there some- 
ing not yet revealed:in words—on attempt 
at dictating terms to the world? 

Hitler is in the full swing of his 51st yeor. 
In the birthday célebration in hit honor yes~’ 
terday Berlin and the’Nozi Fuehrer’s guests 
saw a parade of military might, 5 miles long, 
showing soop ronge ‘onti-circraft guns, the 
details of range and colibre is kept a 
mystery. 

The world was rather pleasantly surprised 
yesterday that no untoward event of an in- 
temational character had hoppened in the 
middle of this week, but will still remain un- 
easy lest the dictators take a step which may 
precipitate trouble. Indications are that cre- 
ation of unrest and concem is a part of the 
Program of getting without war what they 
can. This brings yp the question of how far 
the two will go and what chance they will 
take of an irrevocable step. The question 
comes — How do they weigh the strength 
of the democracies? If they underestimate 
there may be donger. - If they realize the 
strength of the. anti-oggression bloc and 
other forces possibly arrayed against them, 
they may.desist. But they have powerful 
‘weapons in their armed might ond possibly 
con Play with them peaceably for some 
time. To some observers it seems that if the 
totalitarians intend to’ strike it will be this 
year, as Britain ond Fronce and _ friendly 
Powers will be immeasurably stronger as time 
Passes by, while the totolitarians decline in 
Strength ond resources.

Reichstog what is apporent—that Germany 
will never attend a conference to which she 
does not go armed. What he means is that 
in‘a conference a nation moy be overbome 
by the other nations in q conference but that 
Germony is sufficiently strong to oct con- 
trary to a decision of a conference if she op- 
poses it. That is, that she will have the power 
to resist and oppose what does rot please 
her. The Chancellor said no conferences solv- 


‘ed real issues. Whatever Germany is to the 
‘occompaniment ot her strength of arma- 
ments. But the world knows Germany hos 
been carrying her weight of armoments in 
‘every event of an intemational character 
since March 1936, 

His reply to the appeal of President Roose- 
elt for guarantees of non-oggression ogainst 
thirty-one powers for a ten year period or 
longer was the occasion of the calling of the 
Reichstag. Hitler covered a great deal of ter- 
Titory in his address of two hours ond seven- 
teen minutes. 

ff One point which stood out prominently 
was his attitude towards Britain and Poland, 
Britain for the onti-Hitler bloc creation and 
Poland for entering into the anti-oggression 
poct with, Britain “ond particularly” becouse 
he says she tured down a “‘just offer’ to re- 
cover Danzig to Germany, in which city Po- 
lond wos to have port rights, and the ques- 


tion of a route ond railway across the Polish | 


Corridor to East Prussia. This prompted Hit- 
ler to level the brunt of his attack on Euro- 
pean nations upon Britain and Poland. How 
deeply stung he was shows in his ending the 
naval treaty with Britain ond the peoce 

. treaty with Poland. In some quarters of Eur- 

ope the Polish treaty reference was taken as 
the one suggestive portion of the address as 
containing a hint of possible future action. 
Polish leaders late yesterday expressed the 
‘opinion that Poland would resist any attempt, 
to coerce her over the city of Danzig and 
rights across the “corridor”. 

In another part of the address, that de- 
voted to President Roosevelt ond his appeal 
for guarantees of non-oggression for ten’ 
yeors Hitler was pleased to exalt himself 
‘among the great of the world by what he had 
done under difficulty for Germany and con- 
trasted the settled condition into which. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had come in America. While 
Hitler rejected the Roosevelt plan of guaran- 
tees he did offer to ony countries that would 
ask for them non-oggression guarantees 
which would be purely reciprocal. This, said 
‘one of the commentators, looked like an ef- 
fort of Hitler to snatch the olive branch 
from Mr. Roosevelts’ hands to wave it him- 
self before the world. He said Germany had 
no intentions ogainst the American nations. 

‘Chancellor Hitler refused to define German 
foreign policy and said that Germony had not 
violated the rights of ony foreign state and 
took more than usual care to explain the, ab- 
‘sorption of Bohemia and Moravia: 

‘Once ogain he raised the question of tgrri- 
tory, pointing out that the. United States with 
‘a population scarcely a third larger than 
Greater Germany hod fifteen times os much 
territory. He spoke of German colonies bought 
by purchase or secured by treaty as having 
fallen to the nations that have colonies. He 
said Germany had only been getting back her 
lost colonies. He wamed that Germany need- 
ed markets and would not let markets be 
“stolen from her by terroristic intervention or 
threats.” ie ; 

After all what does Germany want? Or what 
is her foreign policy? There has been a gen- 
eral opinion that her intentions are. selfish. Is 
her aim the balance of power with the control 
of Europe and the world? 

‘That question still remains. Hitler's address 
leaves the far-off things unclarified.’ The 
world asks is another crisis to come with an- 
other and another. Of crises the world is grow- 
ing weary. He told the world yesterday that 

+. Germany hod a mighty power and could not 
be coerced ot any conference as she was at 
Versailles. This reiteration upon military 
strength as on infldence in economic negoti- 
ations ond in conferences is suggestive 
enough. The nations have learned enough of 
the unsettling. character of German propa- 
gonda of which Hitler is credited with being 
© past’ master. Bie
